WASHINGTON (API — With 
signs pointing toward creation 
of two new agencies, the White 
House unveils today a plan for 
reorganizing the federal govern­ 
ment’s 
environmental 
protec­ 
tion program. 
Informed sources said Presi­ 
dent Nixon would propose the 
two agencies—one, under the 
President, to enforce protection 
of the environment, and the oth­ 
er, within the Commerce De­ 
partment, to oversee environ­ 
mental planning and manage­ 
ment programs. 
Such an approach would run 
contrary to the recommendation 
of Secretary of the Interior Wal­ 
ter J. Hickel, who ha^ suggested 
his department should have au­ 
thority over natural resources 
and the environment. 
Hickel contends environmen­ 
tal 
protection 
and 
resource 
management cannot be separat­ 
ed—that they go together like 
ham and eggs. 
Sources said the President’s 
plan 
would 
take 
the 
fight 
against air pollution from the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare and place it 
under a new “Environmental 
Protection Administration." 
The new agency, operating 
under guidance of the White 
House, also would take over the 
fight against water pollution—- 
now headed by Interior—as well 
as some radiation safety func­ 
tions from the Atomic Energy 
Commission, sources said.

Farm Subsidy 


Cut Revealed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In an 
unexpected turnabout, the Sen­ 
ate has voted a $20,000 annual 
limit OTI the amount a fanner 
can vbe paid for not growing 
crops. The proposal is given a 
good chance of becoming law. 
Chief targets of the move are 
lush crop - subsidy payments to 
large corjwrations, banks, state 
governments and other giant 
land holders who have received 
Individual 
payments of more 
than $4 million tor keeping land 
out of production. 
Sen. James O. Eastland. D— 
Miss., who last year received 
$146,000 in subsidy payments on 
his 
Sunflower County, 
Miss., 
cotton plantation, voted against 
the measure which curbs pay­ 
ments to producers of wheat, 
cotton and feed grains. 
Just a year ago the Senate re­ 
fused. 53 to 34. to approve ail 
identical subsidy limit. Spurred 
by arguments the program has 
strangled the small family farm 
It was supposed to help and an­ 
gered city dwellers, the Senate 
approved it, 40 to 35, Wednes­ 
day.

The subsidy curb is expected 
to win acceptance in the House

A total of 200,000 lake trout will be planted in Lake Mich­ 
igan next week in equal releases near Escanaba and Manistique. 
The Department of Natural Resources announced today that 
100,000 lake trout in the five to sax inch class will be released 
Monday, July 13, probably off Sand Point in Escanaba near 
the trap shooting range. 
Another 100,000 fish will be released Thursday, July 16, 
in the Suel Choix Pt. area about 16 miles east of Manistique. 
Ttyc fish will be brought to the area from the Jordan River 
National Fish Hatchery in northern lower Michigan. 
The release in Little Bay de Noc will continue a program 
begun I airt year when more than 100,000 lake trout were re­ 
leased near the mouth of the Ford River by federal fish biolo­ 
gists. 
Other releases scheduled in July for the Upper Peninsula 
include:

The Mattsons said they suc­ 
cessfully operated a dairy busi­ 
ness before construction of the

plant. They 
claimed 
that because of dust they suf­ 
fered substantial loss of profits 
and were forced to sell equip­ 
ment in 1967 at a loss exceed­ 
ing $22,000.

Dr. Gossan said today that he 
has accepted an invitation to 
speak at the European Optome­ 
tric Society meeting in Geneva, 
Switzerland, during the first 
week of November and that his 
son was going to follow in his 
footsteps and begin the study 
of optometry at the University 
of Indiana in the fall. 
While 
in 
Switzerland, Dr. 
Gossan will speak on the “In­ 
ner Canthus Cilia — A New 
Anatomic 
Entity,” which in­ 
volves a study made by him 
on the revolutionary anatomical 
change that is going on in the 
growth of peoples* eyelashes. 
According to Dr. Gossan, to­ 
day’s anatomy books describe 
the growth of eyelashes as go­ 
ing along the border of the eye­ 
lid and stopping approximately 
one-eighth of an inch from the 
corner of the eye. Dr. Gossan 
has noted in his practice that 
the eyelashes of the people in 
this area do not stop growing 
short of the corner of the eye, 
but grow all the way to the 
corner. 
He prepared his first set of 
statistics in 1968 and present- 
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ed them at the meeting of the 
American Academy of Optome­ 
try in Philadelphia 
last 
De­ 
cember. 
Since then he has broken his 
statistics into age groups and 
found that this rare occurrence 
happens mostly in persons un­ 
der 50 years of age. He would 
now like to see this study con­ 
tinued on a regional and nation­ 
wide basis. 
Dr. Gossan 
described 
his 
findings as a “part of the pic­ 
ture of the 
changing 
human 
body.” He said there is no real 
problem because of this condi­ 
tion, but can be a minor prob­ 
lem of irritation and can cause 
symptoms of contact lens irri­ 
tation. 
Alfred Jr., has studied one 
year at Bay de Noc Communi­ 
ty College and one 
year 
at 
Central Michigan University. He 
now has four more 
years 
of 
study remaining at Indiana. 
When asked about his future 
plans, he said, “Well, my draft 
num ber is 48.” 
His father said that if it is his 
son’s wish to enter practice with 
him after graduation, he would 
welcome 
the 
opportunity 
to 
have the two of them work to­ 
gether.

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The Need Shows 


The need for modern, four-lane highways 
in the Upper Peninsula is at no time more evi­ 
dent than during June, July and August, the 
three real months of summer in northern Mich­ 
igan. 
And no greater need can there be than an 
east-west route. 
Driving can be enjoyable on a highway de­ 
signed to facilitate rapid movement of all types 
of traffic. Highway safety specialists recom­ 
mend, in fact, that drivers stop periodically to 
“wake up” from the almost hypnotic effect of 
freeway driving. A 50-mile trip is a snap and 
400 to 500 mile jaunts are hardly more than 
routine exercises. 
On U. S. 2 between Escanaba an d Tron 
Mountain in the summer, however, a 50-mile 
drive can be a tension-packed ordeal. 
Consider, for instance, the summer traffic 
— campers on the backs of pickun trucks, semi­ 
trailer trucks, cars pulling trailers and boats 
tourists trying to “make time” between stops, 
local trucks and residents at work or driving 
to and from work and even buses. 
Then to that add the built in highway haz­ 
ards: 
• Memory Lane, a beautiful b u t lethal 
stretch of highway west of Escanaba where the 
slightest mistake by a driver on the pitched 
surface of the road could send him careening 
into a tree; 
• The “gutters” in parts of the road which 
grab right side wheels and won’t let go without 
a wrench on the steering wheel which can — 
and will if a driver isn’t careful — send a car 
fishtailing across the road into the oncoming 
lane of traffic. Those gutters also have the abil­ 
ity to trap rain, allowing a driver the pleasure 
of driving for miles through a river. Failure to 
‘river” could be 
test brakes after leaving the 
fatal; 
• An almost continual series of curves and 
hills, all marked with yellow’ lines to warn against 
passing another vehicle. They create “nice” car­ 
avans, paced by slow-moving vehicles, wearing 
on the nerves and patience of motorists in the 
rear; 
• Crossroads and driveways, all crossing 
or entering the highway at varying angles and 
many of them unmarked. Vehicles enter U. S. 
2 at all speeds, most of them too slow*, leaving 
approaching vehicles with four alternatives — 
run mto the rear of the vehicle; swing around 
it and crash head on with the oncoming car; 
run around it to the right and risk the ditch, 
or brake hard and hope the driver tailgating 
behind is alert; 
• Small communities — Hyde. Bark River, 
Harris. Wilson, Spalding, Powers, Hermansville, 
Cunard, T>oretto, Vulcan, Norway a n d Quin­ 
nesec — which require traffic to reduce speeds. 
Tile U. S. 2 story between Escanaba and 
Iron Mountain can be applied to many stretches 
of the same route and others throughout the 
Upper Peninsula w here, except for brief stretch­ 
es of four-lane highway linking major commun­ 
ities like Escanaba-Gladstone or Marquette-Ish- 
pemmg, modem roads do not exxist. 
How much this has cost the Upper Peninsula 
in terms of tourist business lost o r industry lost 
is impossible to determine, but it is plenty. For 
some people, one trip on the congested “main” 
roads of the U. P. is enough. 
An east-west four-lane highway in the I o- 
per Peninsula has been included in a new High­ 
way Dept, master plan for later in the decade, 
but it is contingent u^ n new tax measures to 
finance the program. Without arguing the mer­ 
its of specific location, somewhere along the 
line, an east-west route and a north-south hteh- 
w*ay, also, have to be made a part of a state plMn 
that isn’t contingent upon a thing except the 
Rbih'tv of the road contractor to complete the 
contract.

Both Sides Predicting 
Ultimate Victories In Asia 


By DANIEL De LUCE

In Hanoi as well as in Saigon, 
a visiting American can find 
“ proof” of almost anything he 
wants to believe about the war. 
With 
comparable fervor 
of 
emotion and the same assur­ 
ance that time is on the speak­ 
er’s side, warring leaders in 
North and South Vietnam have 
told me alike that they see signs 
in 1970 of ultimate victory de­ 
spite the war’s painful course. 
Contradictions Noted 
In this little cockpit of Asia, 
after a generation of struggle 
and five years of m ajor Ameri­ 
can 
participation 
in 
combat, 
contradictions still thicken the 
fog of war. 
Last 
February 
in 
Hanoi, 
North Vietnam’s Foreign Minis­ 
ter, Nguyen Duy Trinh, gave 
me the Communists’ interpreta­ 
tion of current events: 
The South Vietnamese masses 
want independence above 
all 
else—a country from which all 
foreign military forces have re­ 
treated—and they will continue 
their patriotic self-sacrifice un­ 
til this is achieved. 
Generals May Flee 
Because the United States is 
arming 
a 
huge 
Vietnamese 
army under a small clique of 
generals in Saigon, the war will 
be protracted. But in tile end, 
national liberation forces will 
prevail, a few generals may flee 
to their secret fortunes in Switz­ 
erland, and South Vietnam will 
arise an independent, neutral 
state living in peace. 
That is Hanoi’s version. 
For the Saigon government’s 
view, Lt. Gen. Hoang Xuan Lam 
is an able spokesman, dispens­ 
ing with any interpreter and 
speaking directly in English. 
General 
Lam 
commands 
I 
Corps Tactical Zone, two infan­ 
try divisions, and five provincial 
governments. His forces near 
the 17th Parallel are South Viet­ 
nam ’s shield against “northern 
invaders.” 
Younger Than Thieu 
He is five years younger than 
President Nguyen Van Thieu, 
his 
comrade 
in 
arm s, 
and 
reached the rank of lieutenant 
general about five years later 
than Thieu. He was born within 
20 miles of the Ben Hai River, 
the present dividing line be­ 
tween North and South Viet­ 
nam. He has many medals for 
valor. 
“Why do our people continue 
to fight? Because they can't 
stand to live under Communist 
rule,” said Lam. 
“We know that if we like to be 
free, we must fight. 
“ I have 150,000 troops and 
thousands 
of 
territorial 
pla­ 
toons, 
the 
Popular 
Forces, 
which are scattered through I 
Corps. 
No Desertions 
“Not one of my platoons has 
‘gone to the hills.’ Not one has 
deserted. 
“ The Communists say they 
will continue to fight IO more 
years. We will fight longer—and 
win.” 
Traveling from the chemical­ 
ly poisoned meadows of Hie De­ 
militarized Zone to the green 
wonderland of the Mekong del­ 
ta, I met no doubters in* the 
South Vietnamese officer corps. 
In North Vietnam, the troops I 
saw 
of 
the 
People’s 
Army 
looked smartly trained and ap­ 
peared to be provided with the 
best of the nation’s resources. 
In 
South 
Vietnam, 
the 
18 
mon dis 
since the Americans’ 
policy of Vietnamization started 
have been good for the South 
Vietnam Army <ARVN). 
Good Fortune 
Good 
fortune 
has 
deluged 
ARVN with military hardware 
from American reserves, and fi­ 


nanced an increase of IOO per 
cent in 
regular troops, 
with 
American grants. 
There’s no mistaking the elan 
of the South Vietnamese officer 
corps ait this time. 
It Is not among South Viet­ 
namese 
leaders 
but 
among 
some American officials, in pri­ 
vate rem arks and casual hints, 
that a visitor finds doubts about 
the ultimate outcome. 
No Morale Problem 
North Vietnamese leaders do 
not have the problem of morale 
among a host of foreign advis­ 
ers, because they are on their 
own. The confidence and deter­ 
mination in North Vietnam are 
not displayed in an echo cham­ 
ber of foreign doubts. 
You ask, “ Is pacification suc­ 
ceeding?” 
and 
again 
find 
“ proof” of many answers. U.S. 
and ARVN briefings say it is. 
Ninety per cent of South Viet­ 
namese hamlets are now gov­ 
ernment-secure, according to of­ 
ficial statistics. 
However an American official 
concedes that some of the ham­ 
lets aren’t in their old locations, 
which were in free-fire zones. 
They’re bunched next to cities 
and next to the sea. 
Country Looks Deserted 
This is why, flying 2,500 miles 
In helicopters and light planes, 
you note that much, perhaps 
two-thirds, of the country looks 
deserted. Guerrillas may roam 
in parts of it by night. Not even 
a water buffalo can be seen 
grazing in daylight. 
Will the South Vietnamese re­ 
main loyal to Saigon’s friend­ 
ship with the United States after 
an American military withdraw­ 
al? An American quotes a Viet­ 


namese proverb in an attempt 
at an answer: 
“ If you have enough money, 
you can buy angels.’’ 
U.S. Help Appreciated 
From the perspective of five 
years of American military op­ 
erations, what do South Viet­ 
namese 
think of 
the 
United 
States’ effort in their behalf? A 
public opinion poll, conducted 
with U.S. government funds by 
Vietnamese 
employes, 
shows 
widespread appreciation. Then 
you hear another Vietnamese 
proverb quoted by an Ameri­ 
can: 
“If you bring home elephants, 
they will tram ple the graves of 
your ancestors.” 
Why are any Americans in 
South Vietnam uncertain about 
the future, since ARVN is being 
strongly armed, the home-front 
Vietnamese economy is contin­ 
ually bolstered by dollar aid, 
and U.S. air and sea forces are 
supreme in Southeast Asia? 
“Erosion” Hinted 
A 
high - ranking 
American 
risks being candid: 
“You can help too much and 
too long. There’s an erosion that 
goes on in the spirit of men.” 
Are we Americans trying to 
win the war? Are we trying to 
end the war? Facing a U.S. em­ 
issary in Saigon, you ask these 
questions. He replies: 
“We’re just trying to build up 
Vietnam to the level where it 
can sustain its own independ­ 
ence. That’s certainly possible.” 
You 
ask, how 
long? What 
cost? 
The man in Saigon shakes his 
head. 
“Those questions,” he says, 
“can 
be 
answered better 
in 
Washington.”

South possibly be smart enough 
to finesse the spade?

The answer is

knows the finesse wil succeed. 
He reaches this conclusion by 
a dramatic but logical interpre­ 
tation of the bidding and play 
by the opponents. 
Let’s see what South knows 
about West’s hand after trick 
five. The only positive knowl­ 
edge he has of West’s length in 
any suit is that West had two 
hearts. 
But South can also reason­ 
ably assume that West

R & D' Provides Base 
For Economy Of Future

In the 1930s, when everyone 
was succumbing to despair, the 
complaint 
was 
that no new 
“ladder industries” were avail­ 
able to enable the capitalist sys­ 
tem to climb out of depression. 
The 
auto 
industry 
couldn’t 
serve as it had served in the 
20s, for the country was still 
chock-a-block with usable used 
cars. But the 
surface 
gloom 
which dominated the headlines 
didn’t reckon with a thousand- 
and-one new experimental items, 
from cellophane to electronics. 
“ R. and D.” — or Research and 
Development — was becoming a 
big laboratory business in itself. 
The impulses that shattered 
the misbegotten notion of the 
“ mature” <i. e., the eternally 
static) economy and led to the 
long postwar boom aie still run­ 
ning strong despite our present 
troubles. In recent weeks this 
column has talked with vibrant 
individuals who think they have 
various "ladders” on which to 
climb. There is the proposition 
to raise huge quantities of fish 
under controlled conditions in 
tanks, the idea being to do for 
the fish m arket what the scien­ 
tific chicken raisers did for the 
poultry market of the forties 
and fifties. 
The fish idea gives promise 
of leaping a barrier almost be­ 
fore it is started, for the ecolo­ 
gists, seeking a fast-breeding 
fish that will substitute for dan­ 
gerous pesticides in killing mo­ 
squito larvae, want to get an 
“in” on the new business if it 
succeeds. .

Then there is the proposition 
to make huge grinding machines

The potential 
of 
underseas 
photography may very well re­ 
sult in new techniques of bottom 
scraping and painting that will 
do away with the necessity of 
putting huge warships and tank­ 
ers into drydock in order to 
m ake their hulls seaworthy. Div­ 
ers, using the underseas pho­ 
tographic equipment, 
recently 
m ade a successful survey of a 
Shell tanker in Belfast, North 
Ireland. 
To sustain itself the tanker, 
because of its huge size and 
weight, had to remain in 17 feet 
of water in the drydock. The 
photographic survey was con­ 
ducted under conditions of prac­ 
tically zero visibility in near­ 
freezing water, with only four- 
and-one-half feet between the 
ship’s hull and the base of the 
drydock. 
The owners of the big super­ 
tankers think they will be able 
to repaint the bottoms of their 
ships by using an underwater 
“ wet-proof” technique that is 
now being developed. Inasmuch 
as there are only a few dry­ 
dock s in the world capable of 
holding jumbo-size tankers in a 
dry state, this will save vast 
sums on the tanker maintenance 
bill. 
So we move on into the new 
world in which ” R. and D.”

More than 30 vehicles will be 
modified with strucural designs 
intended to control or prevent 
collapse of the passenger com­ 
partment during collision.
